SEWERS  & SEWERAGE, 
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Maintenance. 

A considerable emount of sewer maintenance work has 
again been a feature particularly in the Pilton area and Section 
24. of the Public Health Act, 1936, has been operative in all cases 
where applicable.

No further complaints as to flooding have been received. It 
thus appears that the expensive scheme which was not completed 
Owing to the outbreak of hostilities will not now be necessary. 


sewage Works, 


(a) Marshfield. 


Portions of the retaining walls of the two filter beds, 
constructed of local stone, have collapsed. A contract has been 
let for the renewal of the walls in waterproofed blocks. small 
isolated sewage works of this kind, far removed from the centre 
of administration, present problems which are difficult to surmount 
and such works are also uneconomic. 


(b) Wickwar. 


rA contract has been let for the provision of sludge drying 
vead, pump house and sludge well. This will modernise these works 
which are capable of an effluent which complies with the 
requirements of the 8th Report of the Royal Commission on sewage 
disposal. 


(c) Yate. 


The system of double filtration at these works overcomes 
to a high degree other marked deficiencies and with the provision 
of suitable additional labour several improvements can be maintained. 
The Council have in hand the requisite measures which any increase 
of population will entail.

SMOKE ABATEMENT. 


There have been two smoke and grit nuisances dealt with during 
the year under review. 


In one case, the provision of a pre-heated secondary air supply 
proved successful in minimising the emission of grit from the Works. 


In the other case the nuisance was entirely due to the unsuitable 
fuel being supplied from the Lancashire Boilers, but the firm has 
arrangements in hand for the conversion of the plant to oil-—burning 
fuel, 


In both cases, the advice and assistance of the Fuel Engineers 
of the Ministry of Fuel and Power was most helpful, and who were 
consulted at all stages of the nogotiations which ensued.
